A Reminder 
The rol call of the states 


| served as a reminder of the

The ΣΟῚ call began with Ala- 
bama—whose governor, George 
Wallace, had been the first bar- 
rier to Mr. Carter's ambitions.

“I don't intend to lose.” he 
insisted. again and again, in 
Honolulu and Hastings and Des 
Moimes and Detroit and Fair- 
banks and Philadephia, in bowl- 
ing alleys and all-night cafés, 
supermarkets and motel lobbies, 
middle-ciass living rooms and 
Park Avenue apartments —- and 
when the shouting was over in 
Madison ‘Square Garden last 
night, his unflappable, unswerv- 
ing confidence had been vindi- 
cated, 

Oniy 14 years after winning 5 
Slate Senate seat in Georgia. 
James Earl Carter jr.. the patri- 
clan peanut farmer with the soft 
Southern draw! and the hard, icy 
eyes had won.the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Tirelessly. tediousily, during 
four long years, he had fashioned 
one of the most brilliant victories 
in the annals of U.S. politics: a 
quiet. patient, inch-by-mch, day- 
by-day gathering of momentum 
ihat mourned the country's con- 
dition and called for revival and 
reform. 

Minute Increments 

He had moved in such minute 
increments, building his tissue- 
thin support layer by layer, that, 
even when his goal was in sight, 
the skeptics were still scoffing, 
saying It simply was not possible 
that a 5l-year-old former gover- 
nor from a Deep South state could 
become the Democratic nominee, 

But last night, the scoffers were 
finaily persuaded. 

It began in earnest for him two 
years ogo. As he criss-crossed 
the country, weaving the fragile 
cloth of his dream from the 
taniest of threads, he learned not 
to be offended by the smirks and 
chuckles that greeted him. 

“The most frequent question I 
g@ot was ‘Are you serious?’” he 
recently recalled. And his an- 
swer, of course. was always, “I 
don't intend to lose.” 

Although he committed himself 
from the beginning to rhetorical 
generalities that would attract the 
most and offend the least, his 
relentless campaign aiso served as 
a mirror of the man himself, a 
reflection of the single-minded 
pragmatism that has character- 
ized his life from his barefoot 
days as a Georgia farmboy to his 
nomination in New York last 
night. 

‘Make Them Happen’ 

“Jimmy always had big Ideas.” 
his 78-year-old mother, Mrs. Lil~ 
lian Carter, said. “But they were 
never bigger than his willingness 
to work for them and make them 
hz»pen.” 

If her appraisal was tinged with 
rome maternal pride, it was also 
1ouched by truth, for those who 
grew up with her sandy-haired 
sou who went to school with 


-himgand played with him..and 


worked for him and against him 
in ἴσῶϊβ political pursuits and 
watehed him all along the way, 
agree that Mr, Carter’s passion 
for pragmatic planning was al- 
ways the touchstone of his suc- 
cess. 

It is not au unusual trait for 
δι man whose roots are in the 
rolling, rural reaches of south 
Georgia, and the cyclical rhythms 
of life on 8 farm—the repetition, 
the rote and the regimen of 
caring for livestock, pumping 


every spring, every summer year 
efter year. 

Some of it was enjoyable, he 
remembers, and some of it was 
not. “But there was always an 
ability to jook back and see 
specifically what had been ac- 
complished during the day's 
work," be wrote in “Why Not the 
Best?”, bis campaign autobiog- 
raphy. 

Many years later, in 1966 and 
again in 1970, when running for 
governor of Georgia, he would 
aiso sit down at night with his 
aides and, as one of them recalls, 
“discuss what specifically had 
been accomplished during the 
day.” 

The Day’s Work 

And frequently during these 
last six months, as his presiden- 
tial campaign intensified, there 
were late-night conferences on 
airpianes and in motel rooms with 
members of his staff, carefully 
appralsing the day's work, mea- 
suring \t against what had to be 
done the next morning. 

“Jimmy has never liked sur- 

εἶ his press secretary and 
Jody Powell, 


he wanted to know if it had been 
done, and if it hadn't, he wanted 
to know why aud then he would 
pat it on the next day's schedule, 
He's a great man for schedules.” 

Mr. Powell, who is also a prod- 
uct of a south Georgia farm, 
seems more attuned to the can~- 
stant rhythms of Mr. Carter's 
personality than anyone on his 
staff, a compatibility that often 
provides insights Into the behavior 
and the demeanor of the nominee, 

“On the farm, you just can't 
let things go.” the press aide said. 
“When it’s time to plant, you 
Plant or don’t plant. When it's 
time to plow, you plow or you 
dont have 8 crop. When it's 
time to harvest. you harvest or 
it's too late. Machinery, seed, 
livestock—it’s all got to be taken 
esre of. day after day, or you 
lose it all.” 

That was the creed that per- 
meated Mr. Carter's early Ife in 
and around the little village of 


_Plains. 


He was born there Oct. 1, 1924, 
the first child of James Earl 
Carter and Lillian Gordy, both 
fifth-generation Georgians whose 
own agricultural heritage had 
fostered in them a work cthic 
as strong as the mules they used 
to till their fields. 

“Earl was a hustler,” recalls 
Arthur Bacon, 2 neighbor and 
friend of Mr, Carter's late father. 
“T mean that in en admiring way. 
He was a man who just never 
stopped working.” 

Mueh of that energy was direct- 
ed toward his farm and into the 
small country store that stood 
next door to the comfortable 
Carter home in the tiny commu- 
nity of Archery, just three miles 
from Plains. 

Most of his father's customers 
were the black families that com- 
prised the bulk of Archery’s pop- 
ulation—men and women apd 
Cnildren whose survival there 
depended on their willingness to 
work long and hard for the white 
landowners and the elder Mr. 
Carter's lenient credit policies. 

Separate Ways 

Black and white, they 811 work- 
ed together in the long hot sum- 

mers and the hard winters, but 
as it was in the rest of the South, 
blacks and whites in Plains went 
their separate ways after work. 

Mr. Carter's father preferred 
it that way and, until his death 
from cancer in 1953, he remained 
8. stolid if gentlemanly segrega- 
tionist, 

Mrs. Lillian Carter, however. 
is remembered as a woman apart 
from and ahead of her times 
—a strong, matriarchal presence 
in her family and her community 
who consistentiy broke the racial 
rujes both in her work as ἃ 
registered nurse and in her home. 

The Carters are Southern 
Baptists, as many south Geor- 
gians are, and it was in the First 
Baptist Church of Plains that the 
future nominee was baptized in 
1935 when he was 11 years old. .

But Also a Calm Compromiser 


Mondale Is Fighter for Liberalism

WASHINGTON, July 15 (WP).

Mondale abandoned a tentative 


. pursuit of ‘the Democratic pres- 


idential nomination. He had 
discovered, he announced, that he 
Jacked the “overwhelming de- 
sire” that seemed necessary for 
80 arduous a quest. “I: don't 
think anyone should be ea 
dent who is not willing to 
through fire,” he said. - - 

To his colleagues, friends and 
aides, the remark revealed a good 
deal of truth about the man who 
has become the Democratic vice- 
presidential nominee. To them 
he’s & man of cool self-appraisal 
and realism and.at the same 
time one who does not take great 
chances, one who feels passionu- 
ately about his causes but who 
also exercises caution in pur- 
suing them. He is one of the 
Senate's most Wheral members, 
devoted to education, civil rights, 
welfare for the poor. He is also 
known as a calm compromiser 
more interested in making mea- 
sured advances than in staging 
quixotic confrontations. .

U.S.-Jordan Hawk Deal Again Possible

WASHINGTON, July 15 .WP:. 
—The Jordamian Cabinet shake-

The sale is of strategic im- 
portance in the Middle East be- 
cause Jordan has threatened to 
tum to the Soviet Union for a 
surface-to-air missile (SAM) de- 
fense system—if Western coun- 
tries cannot meet its needs. 

King Hussein discussed pur- 
chase of a SAM system during a 
visit to Moscow Iast month. He 
reportedly received offers at ἃ 
cost of $430 to $300 milion, but 
there was no sien that he agreed 
to make the purchase, 

On July 4, King Hussein went 
to Saudi Arabia to consult with 
officials there. The Saudis had 
long pledged to finance an air 
defense system for Jordan but 
earlier this year baiked at putting 
up More than $300 million for this 
purpose when the cost of 2 pro- 
Posed U.S, Hawk missile system 
soared to More than $700 million. 

Reports from Saudi officials 
here and in Riyadh suggest tinat 
that country mar now agree to

Military Potential 
Of Technology Cited 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass, July 15 
‘AP),—The Massachusetis Insti- 
tute of Technology has ended a 
program of training engineers 
from Taiwan because, a govern- 
ment official ssid, the State 
Department feared they could 
Jearn, to build missiles that could 
be used against China. 

The $917,000 program, paid for 
by the National Taiwan Univer. 
sity, began im January of last 
year to teach 15 engineers to 
design and produce aircraft navi- 
gation systems. The program 
ended in June, six months earty. 

Thomas Jones, MIs vice- 
president for research, said he was 
told by the State Department's 
munitions contro} office that the 
project “would not be in further- 
ance of the foreign policy and 
national security objectives of tne 
United States.” 

The government official said the 
reason the government recom- 
mended dropping the program 
was because it might help Taiwan 
develop 8 missile guidance system. 

2fr. Jones referred to the offi- 
¢ial position of the admunistra- 
tion of former President Richard 
Nixon that Taiwan should not be 
allowed to develop offensive 
weapons that could be used 
agrinst Ching. He would not 
comment directly on the State 
Department's opposition. 

The program was intended to 
teach the enginecrs the complex 
technology of producing guidance 
systems used in airplanes and 
ships. The systems employ tech- 
nology Similar to that needed to 


The project was a source of 
considerable discussion and con- 
‘troversy at MIT. 

Earlier this year, a group called 
the Student Action Coordinating 
Committee protested that the 
engineers might use the tech- 
nology to build missile guidance 
systems for an attack on the 
People's Republic of Chine instead 
of producing commercial instru- 
ments, 

- Later, MIT's Committee on 
Institute International Commit- 
menis conciuded that the pro- 
gram’s technology could have 
military applications, It recom- 
mended that the program he 
altered or dropped.

Alcoa, the world’s largest alu- 
minum company, agreed to make 
the contribution and paid $95.000 
by cashier's check to “the polit- 
ical party then in control of 
that country.” In an effort ta 
obtain confidentiality, Alcoa said, 
the payment was recorded on the 
books of its subsidiary as a mis- 
ceellaneovs expense. 

Subsequently, the company said, 
four additional payments total- 
ing $95,000 were made to polit- 
ical officials. In addition, Alcoa 
sald it made a $3,000 political 
contribution in the same country 
in 1972,

The non-aligned countries have good grounds for unity. In 
the past they were all subjected to the oppression and expicita- 
tion of the imperialists, and are today struggling for national 
independence and the building of a new society. They are closcly 
linked with each other by community of their former lois and 
ihe identity of their present endeavoars. We consider that 
these countries maust exert special efforts to sirengihen their 
unity so as to further enhance the role of the non-aligument 
in compliance with the requirements of the present situation. 

@.: What do you think of the mutual relations between the 
non-eligned countries’ political and economic independence and 
their cooperations? 

A. The maintenance of independence by the non-aligned 
countries and the development of cooperation among them do 
not contradict each other, the maintenance of and respect for 
national independence constitute the prerequisite and basis for 
the unity and ‘coopcration of countries. 

Independence is the life and soul of a country and people. 
It is essential for any country to firmly maintain an independent 
stand. Only then can it defend its nationa) dignity and honour, 
safeguard its national independence, achieve prosperty, and help 
develop the unity and cooperation among countries on a truly 
voluntary and equal footing. 

“Cooperation” between countries which ix not based on 
independence gives rise to inequality and subordination. That 
is why the developing countries are now resolutely combatting 
the attempts of the imperialists headed by the U.S, imperialists 
te trample upon the sovereignty of other countries and subjugate 
them politically under the cloak of “cooperation. 

As for the cooperation between the now-aligned countries, 
this in an important factor making for the consolidation of 
their political and economic independence and the achievement 
of their national prosprrily. 

The non-aligned countries respect each other's independence 
and have truly conperative relations. If these countries closoly 
cooperate while maintaining independence, they can nullify the 
imperislisis' 2gsression and subversive activities, consolidate 
national independence and successfplly solve the difficult ant 
complex problems arising in ihe building of a new society. 

The non-aligned countries, the countries of the newly-emerg- 
ing forces, acenunt for the greater part of the world’s population 
and territory, have inexhaustible natural resources and possess 
many experiences and techniques to exchange. If the non- 
aligned countries tap and make an effective use of these vast 
potentialities by strengthening their economic and technical 
cooperation, they can build an independent national economy 
with credit in a.short period of time. 

To wnite, cooperate and strengthen international solidarity 
an an independent basis is the principle invariahiy followed by 
the government of our republic. The government of the demo- 
cratic people's Republic of Korea will endeavour to further 
strengthen and develop the cooperation with the non-aligned 
countries, the countries of the newly-emerging forces, on the 
principle of independence. and energetically fisht on to hasten 
the victory of fhe common cause of the progressive peoples the 
world over. —

‘NYT).—Loud but only minimal 
opposition emerged yesterday as 
baseball club owners were briei- 
ed on the new four-year agree- 
ment with their players, The 
owners, however, postponed a 
vote to approve the pact so the; 
could have more time to study 
its complex terms. 

The owners must cast their 
votes ‘by teletype to Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn's office by Mouday. 
When that vote is totaled, per- 
haps only two clubs—the Oak- 
Jand A's and St. Louis Cardinais 


.—will have rejected the agree- 


ment, 


Thirteen . votes. “ineluding at... 


least. 5 in each 12-team Jeague, 
are needed for ratification of the 
pest, which will enable players 
to ‘become free agents after six 
years in the majors and allow 
them toe demand a trade after 
five years.

The Background 


For a Jong time, the wheory 
that sports and politics don't mix 
‘was the accepted public position 
in international athletics, Dis- 
pufes inyolring delicate politica) 
issues generally were settled be- 
hind doors, with officials stressing 
the principle of not washing 
dirty laundry in public. 

Yet the modern Olympics were 
initiated in 1896 with political 
overtones, particularly over the 
early refusal of Pierre de Cou- 
bertin, one of the leaders in the 
Olympic movement. to admit 
Germany. 

The decision by fhe Soviet 
Unian τὸ jom the Olympic 
movement in 1923: created 
another pover bloc and = in- 
troduced anather element to the 
political structure — nationalized 
sports. Pederations no longer 
were dealing with the sports 
committees of individual coun- 
tries but with governments as 
weil, 

The motivation behind the 
political power game in sports is 
the high stakes: Nations now 
rerognize the instant dividends 
to be gained from international 
sports. 

East Germany and Cuba, for 
exaniple, hare received almost as 


much attention for their ac~ 
eelerated sports programs in 
recent years as any alleged 


political or social reforms, Worid 
class track and field athletes have 
drawn attention-to such emerging 
black nations as Kenya, Uganda 
and Tanzania.

The biggest source of concern 
is that politics will escalate even 
more in sports. The success of 
the African bloc in banning 
Rhodesia from the Olympics four 
years ago, critics say, hrs spurred 
the current power play against 
New Zealand. 

Many observers blame the in- 
ternational sports federations 
and the International Olympic 
Committee for allowing potitical 
pressures to dictate terms. A 
recent meeting of the Interna- 
tional Foatball Federation pro- 
duced no protests over the 
seemingly professional status of 
Olympic soccer teams from the 
Soviet Union and East Germany. 


The Outlook 

The political game is not likely 
to end in the near future. The 
Soviet Union will treat the world 
to the first Olympics in a Com- 
munist country with the 1980 
Moscow Games. The 1924 Sum-

Middle Egst nation, perhaps Iran, 
for the first time.
